AppUcatSons from jndiTiduaU not Xu. yietnam 

Apfdicants preee&Uy mttoned In Vietnaixi — 

1. General/Tliis regulation estabBfihes policy iijid 
procedures governing defermentd o\ Army mem- 
bers on orders for assignment to Yieoiam when a 
member of the. earn© family is in VieUwan or on 
orders to Vietnam, or has died as a resulk of such 
service. Commanders will insure that all pe^nnel 
being processed for assignment to Yietnaln are 
specifically advised of the assignment defetment 
policy for family members. This policy is 
effective during periods of war or nation 
emergency as declared by the Congress. 

2. Policy^ a. Individuals On permanent change of 
station assigiunent to Vietnam or temporary as- 
signment in excess of 30 days will be authorized 
deferment, upon the member^s own request^ if — 

(1) Another member of the same &nuly is a 
member of the Armed Forces of the United States 
on active duty and — 

(a) Is serving with a military unit in 
Vietnam. 

(5) Is on temporary duty in South Viet^ 
nam for a period in excess of ^ days. 

(c) Is in a captured or missing status inci- 
dent to service in Vietnam. 

(d) Is alerted for or on PCS orders to 
Vi^nam. 

(2) Another member of the same family was 
killed or died as a result of seirvice in Vietnamr Hhe 
period of deferment for this reason will be for at 
leaet 12 months foUowltig the deU;e of death of the 
family member. 

&. Deferments grtoted under a(l) (a) and (&) 
above will vary in length according to the date of 
return from Vietnam of other family m^nbera. 
Deferments granted uiider the pro^ions of a(l) 

rlfhis regulation 8up«i«ede^ DA Gr 614-15» 17 NoVemlfer 1967, and so much of DA iftenaage 851870,\6 February 
196ft, as pertains to DA Cir 614-15. 
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(c) above are indefinite, pending the return or 
location of the missing military member. A soldier 
who is exempt or deferred from service in Vietnam 
under the above policies is eligible for selectaon for 
other oversea assignments, to include other short 
tour areas. 

c. In the event an Army member volunteers for 
service in Vietnam while another family member 
is serving in, or on orders to Vietnam, or is in a 
captured or missing status in Vietnam, his defer- 
ment right must be waived. At the time the indi- 
vidual vol mteers he must include a statement in 
as requesi waiving his right to deferment from 
rice in Vietnam. Upon arrival in Vietnam of the 
ind^idual volunteering, other family members in 
Vietiuim may request reassignment in accordance 
with p^ra^praph 5.

3. E4;plan^tionN>f terms. For the purpose of this 
circular the following apply ; 

a. The term ** family member" includes spouse, 
father, mother, sons and daughters, and all brothers 
and sisters who are onNactive duty in the Armed 
Forces of the United SlAtes. The term "father, 
mother" includes stepfatKer, stepmother, fatter, 
or mother by adoption, or those who have stood 
in a lo6o parentis telationshipsf or at least 1 year. 
The term **sons and dau ^hters'Sincludes stepsons 
and stepdaughters and sons ami daughters by 
adoption. The term "brotpers and ^^rs" includes 
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half broiberB, half Bisterej stepbrothers, stepsisters, 
aa\d brptixe^B and siisters by adoption* 
& .Serving iii Viefcnana includes — 

(1) Anny member assigned to a military imit 
whidk is located within the geographid Jboimdaries 
of South Vietjiain* 

(2) Any member aboard a nonrdtatix^g naVal 
unit operating inahore and based in Sooth Viet- 
nam. 

(3) All aircrew members while stationed 
aahore or af oat in Southeaet Asia and normally 
engaged in flying combat missiona 

4, Applications from IndiTiduals not in Viet^ 
nam- a. An Amiy tnember not .in Vietnam deair- 
ing a defennent under the provisions of fids regn^ 
lation will submit a written applioaiioh on DA 
Fonn^96 (Dispo^tion Form) to his commanding 
officer, normally within 15 days of receipt of orders^ 
assignment instractions, or unit eJert. Failure to 
apply within th« 15-day period will not be con- 
sidered a waiver of the deferment privilege; how- 
erer, the reasons for Isite kibinission will be ex- 
plained in the application. 

b. Applications will include the following data 
concerning the family member pres^tly in Viet- 
nam, alerted for shipment to Vietnam, or who is 
captur^ missing, or died incident to service in 
Vietnam.

W|iore two or more £imily members, are alerted or. 
on orders to Vietnam, and no fanMly meudier is 
pmently in Vietnam, the first member alerted or 
on orders will comply with his orders;. all other 
family members may request de^muut. THiere 
the members concerned were aWied on the same 
day, the member eligible to apply for deferment 
will be deteimined by the individuals oonoetiied. 

c. All applications for offices sJid warrant of- 
ficers will be forwarded direct to the Chief of Per- 
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sonnel Operations, ATTN: (appropriate carter 
branch) , Department of the Army, Washington^ 
D.O. 20315, for processing. Applications foir en- 
listed personnel will be processed as follows : 

* (1) When the enlisted pereon^s family status 
can be verified below Headciuartors, Department 
of the Army, the headquarters making such de- 
termination will take the following actions: 

(a) For personnel in gradieis E-1 through 
E-6, other than special categories, intelligence, 
enlisted aides and NCO logistics personnel as de^ 
fined in figure ^2, AE 600-200, selected for as- 
signment to Vietnam under procedures established 
in AR 614-215 and AB 614r-246, Assignment In- 
f ormatioii Card will be annotated on the reverse ; 
"EM has a family m^oaber presently serving in 
Vietnam asi^igned to (unit). Verified on (date of 
veriication)." Or, "Death of a member of EM*8 
family as a result of Vietnam service on (date 
of dcaAh), Verified on (date of verification) ." 
The card will be keypunched "B4" in columns 5B: 
and 50 and forwarded to the Chief of Feisonnel 
Operations, Department of the Army, ATTN: 
EPADO-D, Washington, D.O. SQ310, in accord- 
ance with (4) below, 

(6) For personnel in grades E-1 through 
E-6, other than special categories, uoitelligance, en- 
listed aides atid KCO logiistic^ persoime^ as defined 
in figure ^2, AK 600-200, selected for assignment 
to Vietnam under procedures contained in AB 
614*-20a and AR 61^205. Notification of the dr- 
cihnstandes and the verification thereof will be 
forwarded to the Chief of Personnel Operations^ 
ATTN: EPADp-D, Departmttit of the Army, 
in accordance with (4) bdow- Since these indi- 
viduttlS continue to be eligible for assignment to 
areas other thm Vietnam, they will also be re- 
ported for assighment to the Office of Personnel 
Operations under the provisions of A£ 614-205. 
FSA^ CJode "D" will be entered in «oolunm L— 
EciiiirliiP' of the report required by AR 614rr^205* 

(tf) For personnel in grades E-^7, "E-^, and 
"E-^y and special categories, intelligences enlisted 
aides and KCO logistics personnel in all grades 
(fig. JMi, iit 60(X-3»6) selected for assignment 
to Vietnam. Notification of the ciroomstances and 
the yerifiGation ttiereof will be forwarded to the 
Chiei oi' tersomiel Operations, ATTSf : EPADS, 
Lfepiptment of the Army, in acoordanoe with (4) 
below. 
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(2) Wh«^ the ittdividu&rrftiiQily 

not be Terifiod bdo^ fi[eiidqitt»rt«rs; iDipiirtmeAt' 
of the Army, appHi«titfoii»';w^iU be foi^ardwl'drrecft*' 
t» the Chief j of Personnel OpcraSoii^ 
EPPAS, Department of the Army, Washington, 
D.C 20310- In those insCances where new assign- 
ment instmctiona will be required in the event the 
request is approTed, the oii^nal naaignment au- 
thority wUl be indudei in the forwarding indors&- 
meat. The fopwatdiBg indorsement will also 
include full identifioptio^^and date of previous 
as^gnment instruction authority, aad OPO con- 
trot and line number, when known. The data in 
figure 1, AR 614-206, will also be included in the 
forwarding indorsemcfnt. 

(3) In addition to the information required 
aboVe^' for personnel undergoing advanced indi- 
vidual training in MOS IIB, UC, llH, a fljtate- 
ment will be included ae to whether the applicant 
is qualified for assigmaent to the Armored Per- 
sonnel Carrier Course or Ist Bn (Iteinf)^ Srd Inf, 
Fort Myisr, Va. (The Old Guard) , and the date 
he is scheduled to complete AIT. 

(4) Applications submitted under the pro- 
visions of paragraaphs (1) (a), (6), and (c) above 
will be reviewed by the adjutant general of the 
installation or activity concerned and will be for- 
Avarded to the Department of the Army by pouch 
or airmail. The letter of transmittal will contain 
a statement over the renewing authority's signa- 
ture that he has personally reviewed the requests 
and aD are correct, justified, and meet the estab- 
lished criteria. Commanders of instaUatiimB or 
activities not authorized a field grade adjutant 
general will de^gnate a field grade officer as the 
reviewing officer. 

d. Upon approval of a request for deletion or 
deferment under the provisions of this regulation, 
the commander having custody of the individual's 
records will enter FSA Code "D** in item 16, DA 
Form 20, and on the morning report, llie code 
win be removed 3 months before the individual is 
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eligible for aKiignment to Vietnam and FSA Code

e. P^ditijg final decision on status — 

(1) Individtials initiating requests upon re- 
ceipt of a683gnmeiii instructions will be retained 
at their home station. 

(2) Individuals initiating requests and who 
ate already under orders or alert will be retained 
at their home stations, or, if in transit, at the over- 
sea replacement station. 

S« Applicants preaenily stationed in Vietnam. 

a. In those instances wheire tvrp or inore family 
m^nbeis are presently on duty in Vietnam, assign- 
ment action wfll be completed within 45 days from 
the date of submission of the application^ 

$• V^eremultiple applica^pions are 8ut>mit.t^ by 
members of the same family, the individual who 
hf5 been, in Vietsiam tiie longest will receive first 
consideration for asmgnment from Vietnam. Intra- 
theater transfers are authorized to reduce PCS 
costs. 

c. Where multiple requests are received from 
members of the same family based on a family 
death as a result of service in Vietnam, all re- 
questing members will be reassigned from Viet- 
nam as soon as possible for a period of at least 12 
months foUowing the date of death. 

d. Verification of claims as to family status will 
be made by CGUSABY and appropriate assign- 
ment action will be taken by CGrUSARPAC. As an 
exception, officers and enlisted personnel in pay 
grades E-T through E-9 and special categories, 
intelligence, enlisted aides and NOO logistics per- 
sonnel in all grades will be reported to the Chief 
of Personnel Operations by CGUSARV f or as- 
^gnment instmcdons in accordance with existing 
instructions. 

a. The provisions of AB 614r-30 govern in de- 
termining the credit for time served in Vietnam 
to be applied to the new assignment
